LUGGAGE 

Your child is limited to one suitcase/bag and one small carry-on/backpack. 
Other than a sleeping bag, all other belongings must fit into these two 
bags. 


CELLPHONES 

Cell phones are permitted at camp. However, we ask that during small 
group, team activities, and during the service, that they are put away. If 
you need to reach your child for any reason, you will be able to do so. In 
case of emergency, the camp coordinator will be able to be reached 
throughout the entirety of camp. 

ADD ONS 

Camp Merchandise - Rizn Camp branded clothing is available for purchase 
on Sunday’s and at camp check-in. Items include: t-shirts, tanks, hoodies, 
and sweatpants. Prices range from $20 to $60. 

Canteen Punch Cards -open during free time. Punch cards are available 
for purchase, at camp check-in, in increments of $5, $10, and $20. 

TEAMS 

Students are assigned to one of four teams [blue, green, yellow, or red]. 
Throughout the week, team games are played in the afternoons and 
evenings. The teams will accumulate points during each game, and at 
the end of camp the winner is announced. Team rosters will be posted 
periodically leading up to camp, at Rizn and on the Rizn Facebook page. 


Students will receive a bandana of theirteam colour at camp check-in. 
Students are encouraged to bring clothingthat corresponds with their 
team colour. 



DORM ASSIGNMENTS 

Students are assigned to dorms by age, gender, and leader. Female dorms 
are located on the second floor of the lodge, and male dorms are located 
on the main floor of the lodge. Small groups will be the same as dorm 
assignments. 


Transportation 

Students are transported to and from Celebration Church by bus and are 
pre-assigned to busses by Team. Teams will be posted in the weeks 
leading up to camp, as well as at check-in. 


PREMATURE DEPARTURE OR DISMISSAL 

In the event that a student becomes ill, or is dismissed from Camp, it is 
the parent/guardian’s responsibility to arrange for transportation to 
return the student to the city. In the event of a medical emergency or 
accident, it is at the discretion of the camp director, Joel Varty, whether 
to have the student driven to a hospital, or to call an ambulance. [*See 
Waiver] 


DEPARTURE 

On August15th, students are to arrive at Celebration Church at 12:00pm 
sharp. Each student is required to sign in and checktheir bags. If a child 
misses the bus, it is at the parent/guardian’s expense to drop the child off 
at the camp location. 


Return 

On August 19th, the bus will arrive at Celebration Church, at 
approximately 4:00pm. All students must be picked up by a parent/ 
guardian no later than 5:00pm. In the event of a significant change in 
time, your child will have the opportunity to contact you. 



RULES 

- Girls: Do not enter the guys’ dorms 

- Guys: Do not enter the girls’ dorms 

- Be where you are supposed to be, when you are supposed to be there 
■ Respect the camp area and each other 

- Students may be sent home at their parent/guardian’s expense for 
breaking any of the above rules 

THREE STRIKE DISCIPLINE POLICY 

If necessary, a three strike discipline policy will be used. Simply put, if a 
student is being defiant, they will be warned up to three times, before 
being sent home at the expense of their parent/guardian. No refunds will 
be issued.
